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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments fiied 8/26/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The Amendment submitted by Applicant does not overcome the rejection 
made by Examiner in the last office action. 

Claims 11-21 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Minagawa'298 of record on 1449. 

The rejection is maintained for the reasons as stated in the last Office action and 
for the following reasons: 

Applicant's argumenst are based on the type of the product, a polymeric 
composition, as in the claims. 

Note that the claimed composition are very broad and comprising the repeating 
units derived from phosphorus trichloride, polyhydric alcohol, and an aromatic diol. 

Note that the reference clearly discloses said composition, as stated in the last 
office action, to form phenolic compound stabilizers for synthesis resins and to synthetic 
resin stabilizer compositions comprising these phenolic compounds — (see col. 1, lines 
5 et seq.), which is a polymeric composition 

Applicant's arguments are also based on the differences between polymer and 
monomer. However, said arguments have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive since they are not commensurate in scope with the claims. 

The reference clearly discloses the reaction products of a hydroxybenzylpropane 
diol with a phosphorylating agent (see col. 20. lines 13 et seq ) in that the polyhydric 
alcohol and aromatic diol have been disclosed (see last Office action), as in the claims. 
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The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action.
